They had 
ceased their wrangling long ago. 
The Army man upstairs had given 
them sound advice, and that, on top 
of the soup, had put them in capital 
humor. They were different fellows. 
A miracle of Salvation genius and 
soup! The ex-minister -passed through 
and laid his plate down in a self- 
conscious manner. The bored look 
had left his face.

In a few moments the room was 
empty and the kitchen staff were 
setting things right for the next lot 
of hungi'y men.

CAP? 

A Matter Calling for Attention 

"Slie (jucstlon of Band caps seems to 
be one calling for aiieullua io many 
Bands. Bandsmen sometimes forget, 
surel.v, that tie cap Is Just as import- 
ant a sartorial Item as the tuuiu, and 
needs as much care. 

To start with, the shape of some 
caps that are worn is really awful. 

I doubt f.bothcr the Trade Secretary 
would recognize them as having come 
from the Trade Department. It is a 
great pity that some Bandsmen break 
down the blocking In f.ie front! H 
absolutely spoils a cap. Then the 
badge! This should stand straight 
up. not He down facing the ground. 

II should be remembered, also, that 
Bandsmen are not entitled to wear 
an Officer's cap, neither are they 
authorized to wear an Officer's c'.ilu- 
strap. I have actually seen some 
Bandsmen wearing brown - colored 
straps which they have secured from 
elsew^here. 

There's another point. The author- 
ized cord sliould not be twisted. 

When a cap band has become dirty, 
either It should he washed, or a new 
one secured: the cost Is very Uttlo. 
The word "Salvation" on f.ie band 
should BtHTt above the right eye, and 
not directly in front, ander the crest. 
With reference to the last-mentioned, 
If a'fter a year or two it gets tarnish- 
ed, don't for the sake of a few cop- 
pers spoil the appearance of tiie cap: 
a new crest will wonderfully fresheu 
lip i);; ,-ippcarance and the i^rnst .'should 
be fastened securely and not like 
some 1 have :;fieii -Imitgliig lielf olT. 

And what about the man w'.io wears 
his cap over one ear? Words fall me! 

A soldier of the King's army would 
get Into "hot water" IT the faults 1 
have mentioned were observed, and 
they soon would be! 

We are Soldiers of tlie King of 
kings and must obey Paul's Injunct- 
ion: "Let all thinga he done decently 
aud In order." How do yon wear your 
cup.— X.Y.?;. 



i„=triii„Biii iviih thTRfi valves is not 
a scientific possibility. The natural 
dlsurepauclBS, however, in a firEt-class 
Instrument are very minute, and. In- 
deed, are not recognised by many 
players, and can he easily rectified by 

Some of these natural faults can he 
corrected by cross-fingering, and all 
are capable of •imnlpuittllou by lip 
control. As a competent player gets 
accustomed to his Instrument in due 
course, he rectifies these matters 
.luloraatlcally or subconsciously. That 
Is why a new Instrunieiit frequently 
seems faulty and harder to manipu- 
late than one that has been used for 
a long period, and until one becomes 
accustomed to a new, or fresh iuslru- 
iiieiii. and. so to speaU, licnucs Us 
character and becomes thorougbly 
acquainted with it. the change may 
not be an agreeable one. Frequently 
new instruments are condemned on 
Luia account, and loo-haHtlly formed 
opiiiious are permitted to establish a 

The fact is that after becoming ac- 
customed to tlie defects of an old in- 
strument, and In due course failing to 
take any notice of them, a new instru- 
ment Is sometimes condemned as be- 
ing faulty because it differs from the 
old oue: and, thongb it actually may 
be a tar superior Instrnnient, the old 
one is preferred. 

In a general way It may be said that 
it takes at least several months to 
become thoroughly used to a new in- 
strument. 

Much could bo said on this point, 
hut we must leave the Inntrument and 
proceed to deal with the player. 

Recognizing Correct Pitch 

Now it ie a fact that some players 
are deTecfive is regard to the recot;- 
iiltlou of correct pitch, aud so players, 
as well aa brass instruments, are 
faiiity acs to intonation, it may be 
taken for granted that it is a much 
more difficult task to tune defective 
bandsmen than faulty instruments. 

I have known of players who, uo 
mattf^r what kind of instrument, or 
make, are given them. proC.ice similar 
detective notes on all.' 

I once knew a coruet player who 
could never play G on the second line 
in tune. It was Invariably fiat*, while 
his son, who was a baritone player, 
always played upper O, sharp. 1 am 
at a loss to account for this alrango 
coincidence, hut there is the fact. 
Wbether It proceeded from a physical 
or mental cause T cannot tell. 

It fs. however, a well-knovvo fact 
that some Batidsiueu always play a 
little sharp, while others consistently 
piuy fiat. These lactH are traceable in 
some cases to faulty niedinrlK nf urii<.. 
Illation or want of Up nianftgement, 
and are more or less capable of cor- 
rection, providing the plsyer submits 
to a process of study and persistent 
practice, and is conscious of his dis- 
ability. 

Unfortunately nome are not, aud tt 
la by no means an easy matter to de- 
velop the nhillty in remgnlKe true 
Intonation. Some will play atroclousiy 
out of tuue aud not turn a hair, so to 
speak, while in others, whose BUscept-

"The gunman murderer, in most in- 
stances, proves to be tender-hearted; 
the bold robber, timid; the thief, 
honest" 

The warden himself has "never car- 
ried a revolver or blackjack in Sing 
Sing Prison," He tells of convicts 
who have shed tpars o\er the Ids'; of 
their pets, of some who have offered 
their blood in transfusion cases, of a 
number 'Abo wished to risk their 
lives to save two men ^hey saw 
drowning in the Hudson, and he says: 

"Those who think of the criminal 
as he is usually portrayed in fiction 
may find it difficult to think of him 
as having any of the characteristics 
of a horn. As a matter of fact, I 
know of a number of former prison- 
ers who distinguished themselves for 
bravery in the late War." 

Lest those outside absolve them- 
selves of all responsibilty for those 
whom the law has enmeshed, TiVarden 
Lawes finds that: 

"Crime is rarely a one-sided pro- 
position; guilt rarely entirely per- 
sonal. Responsibility must, in most 
instances, be shared by society, which 
takes credit for a man's virtues and 
should by the same token acknowl- 
edge at least some of the blame for 
his vices. The newspapers and movies 
must, in some instances, share a good 
deal of the lesiioiisibility of crima, 
but so, too, must the schools, the 
churches, and many thoughtless 
fathers, indulgent mothers, vain 
wives, underpaying employers, dis- 
honest politicians, usurious banker.^, 
grasping money-lenders, etc. In 
sevtral cases of men who (lave been 
sent to Sing Sing in connectioii v.'ith 
big business failures, the failures 
were due to payinenti; of high inter- 
est rat3s to grasping money-lenders, 
who were themselves complainants, 
although they had actually received 
in interest inoro than they had 
loaned, and were therefore only 
lioniinal Ioser.s in thu failures.'" 

He states also that most pri.soners 
are religious, with a firm belief in 
God, and the true atheist is as rare
